Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council 


Last week the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council 
made its first out-of-town visit 
since it began operations as a 
federal granting Council in April 
1978. 

Members of the Council, plus 
representatives of its Advisory 
Academic Panel and senior 
Council staff, visited Alberta 
23 and 24 October to meet with 
officials and faculty of The Uni- 
versity of Alberta, Athabasca 
University, University of Calgary 
and Lethbridge University, and 
with representatives of the provin- 
cial Department of Advanced 
Education and Manpower. 

According to president André 
Fortier, the purpose of the out- 
of-town meeting was to gain first- 
hand information about the 
problems and concerns of univer- 
sity administrators, faculty and 
graduate students and to provide 
information about Council 
programs. 

“We are anxious to find out if 
our programs are meeting the 
needs of Alberta scholars—if 
enough potential applicants, 
indeed, know about them—and in 
what ways the programs might be 
improved. Perhaps the details of 
various programs are imperfectly 
understood; perhaps the regula- 
tions are considered unwieldy. 
We shall be interested in hearing 
what the problems are and will 
strive to correct misconceptions 
and consider suggestions for 
improvement.” 

According to figures released 
for the meetings the number of 
awards to Alberta scholars in the 
SSHRC’s fellowships and research

grants programs has been declining 


over the past few years. 

The number of research grants 
and fellowships totalled 81 
in 1979-80, down from 106 in 
1977-78. Comparable figures for 
the country as a whole have held 
steady at 1,647 and 1,644 over 
the same period. 

Breaking down these figures, 
the number of SSHRC Research 
Grants (to individual scholars or 
groups of scholars) in Alberta 
universities dropped from 43 in 
1977-78 to 38 in 1979-80. The 
total for all universities in Canada 
rose from 572 to 603. In dollar 
amounts, the comparable figures 
for Alberta are $470,209 in 
1977-78 and $413,679 in 1979-80; 
for the country as a whole, $6.2 
million and $7.2 million, respec- 
tively. 

The same downward trend in 
Alberta scholars’ participation in 
Council programs is evident in 
fellowships and scholarships. The 
number of Leave Fellowships 
awarded (to university faculty to 
undertake specific projects of 
research or other scholarly 
activity), by university affiliation, 
dropped from twenty-four to 
sixteen last year. The number of 
fellowship holders from The 
University of Alberta declined 
from 18 to 6. At the University 
of Calgary the number rose 
slightly from 6 to 9. The 
University of Lethbridge, which 
received no Leave Fellowship 
awards in 1977-78, received one 
in each of the two succeeding 
years. The all-Canada figures for 
1977-78 and 1979-80 were 382 
and 408, respectively. 
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The SSHRC supports through a Negotiated Grant a cooperative project 
of the Universities of Alberta, Calgary, and Sherbrooke. The project 
involves the compilation and edition of all Louis Riel’s writing. The 
collected papers will eventually be published in a ten-volume set, 
bilingually, in 1984-85. 


In the Council’s largest single 
program, Doctoral Fellowships, 
which accounted for $8.3 million 
in awards last year, the number 
of first awards to Alberta scholars 
(by university of affiliation at the 
time of application) declined 
from 37 in 1977-78 to 23 in 
1979-80. The University of 
Alberta’s share dipped from 26 to 
13 over the three-year period; Leth- 


bridge’s from one in each of the 
first two years to none in 1979-80, 
and Calgary’s share stayed the 
same, at 10. The decline in the 
number of first awards in the 
SSHRC Doctoral Fellowship 
competition is, however, reflected 
in the country as a whole: the 
number of these awards slipped 
from 604 to 537 in the three-year 
period under review. 
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In the Councils’ Special MA 
Scholarships program, which 
awards roughly 100 scholarships 
a year, Alberta increased its share 
from 2 in 1977-78 to 6 in 
1978-79, and dropped back to 
4 last year. In 1978-79, there 
were award holders from each 
of the Universities of Alberta, 
Calgary and Lethbridge. The 4 
awards in 1979-80 were shared 
equally between the two larger 
universities. 

A brighter statistical picture of 
Alberta’s participation in the 
Council’s Research Grants pro- 
gram emerges from an examination 
of the number of requests for 
grants in relation to the number 
of awards—what the Council 
calls the “success rate.” The 
success rate in the Research Grants 
program for Alberta universities 
taken as a whole rose slightly 
between 1977-78 and 1979-80— 
from 67.7 to 70 percent. The rate 
for The University of Alberta 
declined (from 73.9 to 54.2 
percent), and improved for the 
Universities of Calgary and Leth- 
bridge (from 67.6 to 84 percent 
for Calgary; from 40 to 100 
percent for Lethbridge). 

The Council’s data analysis, 
says André Fortier, is a gauge of 
how well Council programs are 
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serving the scholarly community 
in Canada and, ultimately, the 
cause of research and scholarship 
generally. “If downward trends 
appear—as is evident in some 
programs and in some areas—we 
launch investigations of why this 
might be so. At present we are 
examining our Doctora] Fellow- 
ship program, for example, to 
determine whether or not it is 
meeting the needs of graduate 
students in this country and ful- 


filling one of its prime purposes-— 
that is, supplying good scholars 
for our much-hoped-for expanded 
research effort in the humanities 
and social sciences. One of the 
questions we are asking in our 
current survey of former doctoral 
fellowship holders, for instance, 

is whether or not the jobs which 
the doctoral fellows received after 
they won their degrees are in 
universities and are research- 
related.”

Dr. Ball has published more than 
fifty scientific papers and treatises 
that are notable for their breadth, 
clarity and depth of analysis. In 
addition to his own writing, he 
has edited reference volumes, 
and now serves as editor of the 


entomological journal Quaestiones 
Entomologicae. 

Dr. Ball is a Past President of 
the Entomological Society of 
Alberta, and of the Coleopterists 
Society, and has served on 
numerous committees of the 
Entomological Society of Canada. 
He is a Fellow of the Entomo- 
logical Society of Canada and of 
the Biological Research Institute 
of America. 

He is the second recipient of 
this award in the Department of 
Entomology, the late Dr. Brian 
Hocking having been similarly 
recognized in 1973.
